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Barking to become 
new haven for bees

A NEW wildlife haven for bees is 
to be created in Barking. 

London Wildlife Trust has been 
awarded £9,400 worth of funding 
from The Big Lottery Fund to 
build a specially designed ‘bee 
friendly’ wildlife garden at 
Barking Riverside. 

The garden will include habitat 
features that will attract and sup¬ 
port the declining bee populations, 
in particular the rare brown- 
banded carder bee. 

The project, called ‘Backyard 
Bee’, will offer free workshops on 
bee-friendly gardening for 
Barking and Dagenham residents. 

Barking Riverside already sup¬ 
ports 37 different species of native 
bees and bumblebees out of a total 
of 254 species in the UK. 

Conservation officer Francesca 
Barker said it was ‘fantastic news’ 
for the local area. 

She added; “Unfortunately, our 
native bees are in decline. The 
cause of this is believed to be due 
to habitat alterations in our land¬ 
scape, climate change and intensi¬ 
fied farming methods. 

“The good news is that we can 
all do something to reverse this 
decline by creating some bee- 
friendly habitat in our own gar¬ 
dens. This project will help us 
boost the population of bees in the 
area.” 

To give residents a helping hand, 
London Wildlife Trust will be run¬ 
ning regular workshops on 
wildlife gardening at Barking 


Riverside, and giving away plants 
and seeds to get people started.

Campaigners have their say 


MORE than 100 people marched from 
Queen’s Hospital, Romford, to Redbridge 
Town Hall, Ilford, on Friday to protest 
against plans to close A&E and maternity 
services at King George Hospital, 
Goodmayes. Yellow Advertiser reporter 
PETER HENN attended the rally and spoke to 
the protesters and local politicians to find 
out what they had to say on the matter. 


■ Protest organiser Andy Walker (below), from 
Seven Kings, said: “I want to stop the elosures 
beeause theyd have a really bad efifeet, but Fm 
pleased that we’ve got so many people here today 

“When you see that there are all different kinds of 
people, from all across Havering and Redbridge, 
and politicians of all political views here, it shows 
just how important it is to people.” 

■ Doris and Jim Crouch (top right), from 
Hornchurch, said: “We are here because we have to 
protect medical services in our area. We need to 



stop closures. The NHS is already feeling pressure, 
and with the growth in population, we don’t know 
how we are going to be 
able to cope if they get rid 
of A&E and maternity in 
King George.” 

■ Roger Evans (centre ^ 
left). Conservative GLA 
member for Havering & 

Redbridge, lives in 
Romford. 

He said: “This is proba¬ 
bly the single most impor¬ 
tant issue for my con¬ 
stituents. The decision to 
close A&E and maternity 
is absolutely diabolical 
and makes no sense. 

“There is a growing 
population, and this is 
going to have a bad effect 
on not just Havering, not 
just Redbridge, but the 
whole of North East 
London. We have to stop 
it.” 

■ Michael Deon Burton 

(centre right). 

Independent Residents 
councillor for South 
Hornchurch, said: 

“Everyone wants to stop 
this terrible thing happen¬ 
ing. What we need are 
extra services to cope 
with more people, not 
less.” 

■ Susan Francis, 45, from Rainham, said: “I had 
open heart surgery at Queen’s, and it’s no exagger¬ 
ation to say that it saved my life. If I hadn’t been 
seen to so quickly, I would have died. If they close 
services at King George, then people won’t be able 



to get treatment so quickly and people will die.” 

■ Father Stuart Halstead, 
(right) priest at St Alban’s 
Church, Ilford, said: “I 
have a lot of parishioners 
who have got to the age 
where they need hospital 
treatment on a regular 
basis. 

“As things are now, they 
can get seen, but that 
might not be the case if 
the changes happen. 

“King George is a great 
hospital, but there’s going 
to be a burden.” 

■ Sue Connelly, from 
Rush Green, said: “If they 
get rid of the A&E and 
maternity at King 
George, that’s going to be 
extra pressure for 
Queen’s. 

“We don’t know what’s 
going on, because they 
said they’d put in the 
polyclinics, which were 
meant to get rid of some 
of the pressure, but noth¬ 
ing’s happened with 
those. 

“We need to stop these 
closures.” 

■ Nic Dodin, from 
Hornchurch, said: “If 
they try to close the A&E 
at King George, it’s going 

to be disastrous. When you thi^ of how close we 
are to some major roads, like the M25, the A12, the 
A13 and the A127, if there are serious accidents 
there, it could get absolutely awful really quickly.” 
■ Jim Walker, 16, from Goodmayes, said: “As a 


young person, I see what’s going on and I want to 
take a stand to save my local A&E. 

“When I was six, I had a bad accident when I hit 
my head on a piano. It was very frightening, to be 
that young and in a situation where you’ve got 
blood spilling everywhere. 

“The hospital were really good, and I want to sup¬ 
port that department.” 

■ Gillian Ford (below right). Residents’ 
Association councillor for Cranham, said: “If we 
lose King George, that will be yet another hospital 
gone. We used to have Harold Wood hospital, we 
used to have Rush Green, and they’ve gone. If they 
close departments at King George, it will have an 
impact.” 

■ Denis O’Flynn (below far right). Labour coun¬ 
cillor for Heaton ward, said: “People in Harold Hill 
have already lost their local hospital when Harold 
Wood closed. It’s very, very hard to keep count of 
things that have gone, and getting rid of services at 
King George won’t make things better, especially 
when you see the growth in population. 

“There is some real unity here on this protest, 
everyone is standing up.”

Worid Cup winner backs 
bowel cancer campaign 


BOWEL cancer survivor and 
1966 World Cup winner, 
George Cohen, launched a new 
bowel cancer awareness cam¬ 
paign in Redbridge. 

The disease is the second 
most common cause of cancer 
death in the UK. 

The NHS campaign, called 
‘Bowel cancer, know the 
signs’, has been launched as 
local research shows a severe 
lack of awareness about the 
disease, locally. 

The number of patients who 
survive more than a year with 
bowel eancer in Redbridge lags 
behind most of Europe. 

Health bosses say the key to 
improving survival rates is to 


eateh the disease early, when 
90 per cent of eases can be 
treated. 

The disease is most common 
in people over 50 and aeross 
the London boroughs of 
Barking, Havering and 
Redbridge, about 200,000 peo¬ 
ple fall into this age bracket. 

Symptoms include bleeding 
from the bottom and persistent 
looser stools or diarrhoea. 

Mr Cohen said: “Having sur¬ 
vived bowel eaneer, I realise 
the importance of knowing the 
signs and not being embar¬ 
rassed to talk to your GR 

“Bowel cancer killed my 
team mate Bobby Moore at 51 
years of age - a tragedy that 


may have been avoided if there 
had been greater awareness 
across society.” 

Dr Eric Saunderson, 
Havering GP and medieal 
director of NHS Barking and 
Dagenham, said: “It is worry¬ 
ing that less than one in 10 
local people know that a 
ehange in bowel habit could be 
a sign of bowel eancer. 

“We hope our campaign and 
events will encourage people 
to see their GP as soon as pos¬ 
sible if they have symptoms.” 

The campaign will run until 
July and is being delivered by 
NHS Barking and Dagenham, 
NHS Redbridge and NHS 
Havering.

Boris plans a raft of

THE Mayor of London has said he will con¬ 
tinue programmes to create jobs and help the 
environment.

She said: “We are focused on drawing into 
London global business partners and funding 
from Europe so we can deliver massive green 
job opportunities.”

Fortunately, the Tessa Sanderson run is an 
accredited race. 

“This is a very exciting time for him, getting 
his telegram, too. 

“People always ask what’s the secret to 
remaining so well at such a good age, and Fauja 
says he is a vegetarian who keeps fit. He does¬ 
n’t really take any tablets or anything.” 

Harmander is no stranger to marathons him¬ 
self, having completed 27 London Marathons 
and 27 Great North Runs, raising £60,000 for 
charity in the process.
